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Concordia Rector Patrick Kenniff Challenges PC Leadership Candidates 


To Take a Stand on Gun Control 


MONTREAL / May 4/93 — Concordia University Rector Patrick Kenniff has sent a letter 
to Progressive Conservative Party leadership candidates Kim Campbell, Jean Charest, 
Patrick Boyer, Garth Turner, James Edwards and John Long asking them to take a stand on 
the issue of gun control and the nation-wide campaign that Concordia is spearheading for 
the outright ban of handguns. 


It is important for Canadians to understand where you stand on gun control in general,” 
states the letter from Rector Kenniff. “Specifically, where do you stand on: extending the 
list of prohibited firearms to ban all assault weapons and handguns; toughening the 
screening process for firearms acquisition; registration of all firearms without exception; 
and placing controls on the sale of ammunition?” 


“You have a special responsibility as leaders in this country to act in a constructive 
manner to make our society a wiser, better and safer place,” concludes Rector Kenniff. 


The petition that Concordia is circulating has been published in the Toronto Sun and 
Montréal’s Le Devoir. More than 75 institutions, including schools, colleges, universities, 
associations, unions, churches and community groups, have endorsed the petition, and 
120,000 people have signed it to date.
